$420,740 Now Has Been Mado Avail- 


able for 
Roucl Improvement 
Throughout Delaware County 


Delhi, April 17.—At a special ses- 


sion of the Delaware County Board of 
Supervisors held this evening in the 
court house, with IS of the 19 mem- 
bers present, a resolution was intro- 
duced appropriating SS9.100 for the 
Deposit-Rock Rift federal aid road, as 
the county's share of that expense 
This road is six miles long.

A British 
banker. 
Frederick C. 


Ooodunough, in an address before tho 
'.American Chamber of Commerce In 


tho British debt og $4,200,000.000 to 
America, said: 


"Thi* amount was borrowed from 


America after she entered the war, 
and during the same period a some- 
what larger sum was lent by Great 
Britain to her Allies, In addition to 
•what already had been lent before 
that period. 
It Is Important to note 


that If Great Britain had not loaned 
this sum. It would not have been nec- 
cessary for her to borrow one penny 
piece from America, 
agree that 
through 


Everyone will 
the 
action of 


Great Britain, America is In a better 
position than it this money had been 
lent by her directly to the other Allies.', 
" I do not suggest that Great Brit- 


ain should not pay this debt for which 
•he made herself liable. 
My own 


view Is that Great Britain inevitably 
will pay her debts in full, even though 
they were incurred in behalf of others. 
But I feel In such a case as this, 
America 
should not press us, but 


should Kiv» ample time for payment 
and should lend a friendly hand In the 
matter of Interest,'of modifying the 
rates charged In th<j earlier 
days 


while we -were finding it a hard strug- 
gle to cope 1th the financial obliga- 
tions which we incurred through the 
part we played in the war." 
This la a good enough view for 


Great Britain. But in effect the argu- 
ment is similar to that ot A, B, and 
C., In a cow deal.

RESONANCE BETWEEN TWO CIRCUITS. 


F it • wlr* of your plmno la struck 
» blow by striking the proper 
piano k«y the wire will vibrate 
to and fro and set up air waves 
which are perceived aa a certain 
musical tone. The number of 
times a second that the wire vi- 
brates ia the frequency ot vibra- 
tion and depends only upon its 
length, tension and material. No 
matter how hard it is struck it 
will vibrate at the same frequen- 
cy and emit the same tone. The 
strength of the blow only deter- 
mines the loudneas of the tone, or 
Its strength. This frequency of 
mechanical vibration Is callnd the 
"natural frequency." If another 
piano wire is located near by and 
has the same natural frequency 
of vibration when individually 
struck the two frequencies coin- 
cide, and the two wires are "In 
tune" or "In resonance" 
with 


each other. If the first wire is 
struck the second will vibrate in 
sympathy at the same frequency. 
If the second were not In tune It 
•would not vibrate at all or would, 
at best, only vibrate weakly. The 
greatest v o l u m e of s o u n d 
(strength of vibration) would bo 
had when the second string is in 
resonance with the first. 
The piano string may be com- 


pared to an electrical circuit con- 
taining a condenser and a coll of 


wire—that is, a capacitance (ca- 
pacity) and an inductance. I! an 
electrical 
pressure la applied, 


even though it la only momentary, 
the circuit iv'.ll vibrate electrical- 
ly. The electromotive force causes 
an alternating current In the cir- 
cuit which is alternating at the 
natural frequency of the circuit. 
The current dies out, ot course, 
unlesa the electromotive force is 
again applied. But while the cur- 
rent is flowing in the first circuit 
a current will flow in a second 
circuit, whose natural frequency 
la the same. Also this current 
will be larger than that which 
would flow if this circuit were 
not in tune with the first. Reso- 
nance of the second circuit with 
the first means maximum current 
In the second for the same amount 
of force applied in the first. 


If the alternating current were 
maintained by a continuously ap- 
plied electromotive force at the 
proper times In the first circuit 
the current in the second circuit 
would be maintained as well. If 
the seqpnd circuit Is not in reso- 
nance with the first circuit the 
current in the letter will not be 
as strong as it would be if the 
two were in resonance. It would 
ba well, at that rate, to provide 
some means ot tuning the second 
circuit to resonance.
